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S.R.O. 30-E. — In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 4 of the Defence 
of India Act, 1971 (42 of 1971), the Central Government hereby— 

(a) directs that all persons, not being members of the Armed Forces of the 

Union, who are attached to or employed with or following, the Air 
Force, shall be subject to the air force law; 

(b) directs that such of the persons referred to in clause (a) as are Govern- 

ment servants specified in the first column of the Schedule hereto 
annexed, shall, for the purposes of discipline and punishment under 
the Air Force Act, 1950 (45 of 1950), be deemed to be included in the 
class of persons specified against them in the corresponding entries in 
the second column of the said Schedule; 

(c) empowers the officer commanding any air force unit to give, with respect 

to such of the persons referred to in clause (a) as are not Govern- 
ment servants, direction specifying the class in which they shall, for 
the purposes of discipline and punishment under the Air Force Act, 
1950 (45 of 1950), be deemed to be included; 

(d) directs that such of the persons referred to in clause (a) as do not fall 

under clause (b) or clause (c) shall, for the purposes of discipline 
and punishment under the Air Force Act, 1950 (45 of 1950), be deemed 
to be included in the class of persons of a rank inferior to that of a 
non-commissioned officer.
